Subject t Discussion vrith ZPUHVR re CIA-Okrainian Relationship

1. The subject meeting was held on 22 JuHy 19?3 at the 
Raleigh Hotel in Washington, 0. C. 

2. The six-hour discussion centezed primarily arotind the 

Ukrainian emigre political scene. ^ 3 reiterated the 

private nature of the American Committee for the Liberation from 
Bolshevism and its imnmnity to official United States Govexrunent 
interference. Regarding the reception of DOIUNKO and Taras BULBA- 
BOROVETS by various Department of State and Defense officials . 

f~ _3 negated the fears of I^jrkola I£BED by noting that 

these visits were not recognition per se of these individuals or 
their organizations. He noted that this courtesy would be extended 
to the ZPUHVR delegation, if they desired an audience . 

3. C- —H Informed the Ukrainian representation that 

the delay in achieving an efficient degree of operational collabo- 
ration was due primarily to the lack of official homeland decision 
on the final solution to the KUBARK-CAUNPORE relationship. 
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I Political 

1) During the past two years continuous attempts have been 
by official and s«ni-official American groups to iapose strange> 
artificial and oft-times hostile concepts and ideas i^n the Uk- 
rainian emigration, and indirectly upon Hie Ukrainian people. 

These concepts, abetted by Hie aforementioned grovps and financed 
by the American taxpayer, insist on treating the Ukrainian problem 
as an internal Russian affair. 

They have failed to accept the reality of a continuing struggle 
for Ukrainian independence by the Ukrainian people and have ignored 
the unanimity of l^ainlan emigre groups in exile In their expres- 
sions for the re-establishment of an independent Ukrainian State. 
Instead Hiey have created their own "UKRABilAN LIBERATION MOV]0I]QiT" 
manned by persons unknown to the Ukrainian emigre scene and Indi- 
viduals with obscure political histories. This sham federalist 
creation does not direct its effort toward the struggle for the 
Ukrainian liberation from Russian Inpezialism, but for i nc lusion in 
the Russian orb. 

Therefore, it must be stated that the GULAI groip, formed by 
the American Committee, has as its purposes (a) the negation of any 
Ukrainian liberation movement, and (b) to insult the very term "li- 
beration movement" bT applying It to the GULAI faction. This ap- 
plication was totally unrealistic iriien such titles as "Ukrainian 
Federalist Movement" or "The Ukrainian Section within the Russian 
Emigre Imperialist Fjront" would have been more appropriate. Ukrai- 
nians regard the so-called "general" GUIAI as a traitor much in the 
same light as General Benedict ARNOLD is regairded by the Americans. 

Subsequent to the GULAI creation, another mock group was pre- 
sented to the Ukrainian emigre scene. With aid from some external 
sources, this grovp, located in NewTork City, was labeled as a Uk- 
rainian federalist democratic grenip. It had as its external organ 
a publication entitled "SKHIMIAK" ("Man from the East") and was 
issued as a siqiplement to the Russian newspaper "NOVOIE RUSSK01E 
SLOVO" ( "New Russian Word") . As with the GUIAI element previously, 
here also the obvious aim of the supporters was twofold: (a) to 

minimize the Ukrainian patriotic feeling > and (b) to forge, with the 
aid of the American ta^ayers' mon^, a non-existent Ukrainian Fed- 
eralist movement to retain the "indivisible Mother Russia." Suoh 
an action includes the support of direct agent-provacateurs like 
Petro YABLQN-XAROVY. 
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The elected chairman of this federalist-democratic group was 
a former coluiniilst for the ”HR(^1AJ)SKY HOLOS" a Ukrainian-language 
newspt^er which advocates a united Ukraine as a constituent of the 
Soviet IM.on. (Note "A" below). It is vezy disconcerting to 
think Uiat such persons as the former ooloranist should enjo7 & fn- 
vorabls position within the Amerioaut Committee coii^>lex when it is 
obvious that the aim of such persons as the chairman of the feder^- 
ist donocratic element is to subordinate the Ukrainian people to the 
"elder Russian brothers." 

(2) The next step was the invitation to the leader of the Ukrainian 
Lands-Peasant Party, Mr. D0I£tlK0, to come to the Ihiited States. 

Along with DOU39KO, invitations were also extended to Mr. DUBR0VSK7 
and Mr. BOROVETS (Taras BUI£A). Hiese invitations have been re- 
garded by 'Uie Ukrainian community in the United States as a subse- 
quent stage in the undermining Ukrainian Unity and as a means of 
fighting the Ukrainian refusal to subodt to the Russian emlgires. 

The lack of results achieved by his New York convention shows that 
Ifr. DOQENKO has not fulfilled his purpose. 

It is interesting to note that at tile time former fighters of 
the Ukrainian Insurgent Amy (UPA) were forced to register as agents 
of foreign forces. Hr. DOISNKO was able to convoke a convention of 
his party. This was done despite the fact that the former UPA 
fighters did not engage in any political activity and maiy of them 
were now members of the United States Armed Forces. 

3) While the purpose of the DOI£NKO-SU^OVSKI grov^ is quite ob- 
vious to the Ukrainian community within the United States, the ar- 
rival of )hr. Borovets BUI£A is shmuded with an air of mystery. One 
can pre-siqppose that his arrival is comiected with possible atten^ts 
to send divemionists into the Ukraine. 

U) There is still a greater mystery in the TASS announcement con- 
eeming the capture of four Ukrainians allegedly parachuted into the 
Ukraine by the American Intelligence Service. Although officially 
denied by the State Department, there are individuals amo33g the Uk- 
rainian emigration iho knew the captured men and the fcu;t that tb^ 
were trained by the Americans. If we were to believe these people*, 
we would think of this unfortunate^ affair as another attenqrt to im- 
plant "QUIAUVSHCENA", this time within the Ukraine. ¥e ax« dubious 
whether such actions would, be profitable to the Ukrainian people or 
to the organized Ukrainian liberation struggle. 

This affair may provoke many questions concerning the attitude of 
the United States to the leading factors in the Ukrainian liberation

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struggle — to the Si^reme Ukrainian Idberatien Council and its for- 
eign representation. We would like to state the factdb this tiate 
that the positive attitudes of the Ukrainian liberation forces in 
the Ukraine to the idea of American-Ukrainian cooperation in the 
anti-C<»iimuni8t Bussia struggle was based upon the recognition of the 
Supreme LLberatien Council and its forces in the Ukraine in l^Sll. 

On the other hand, separate British and American operations 
(dispatches) magr prove detrimental to the organized Ukrainian lib- 
eration straggle. Ve would prefer tbe British to curtail any farther 
action. If such an arrangement is iiq>ossible, what steps can we take 
vls-a-vls the British in order to prevent the smnihilation of oar 
liberation forces?

Why is information concerning Ukrainian liberation straggle 
never pobliciaed in the United States? 


II Ameiican Broadcasts (Voice of Arorloa ) 

When attenq[>ts were being made to parachute men into the Ukraim, 
,the official agency 7QA broadcast in Ukrainian an article tpr - IH IH t<w 
^.^N&iCHERBINA (see attachment "B") in idiieh political o^ositlon to the 
^viet regime was represented as i^ossible. The announcer said 
"Ukrainian teacher, writer, artist, or common non-party man . . . caa 
do nothing for his people as the existence of the political anti- 
C^mminist organization in the USSR is now impossible. The MVS has 
built its nets of agent-provocateurs in such a way that every at- 
tempt In this direction woidd be discovered". 

How could the listener to the 7QA programs in the Ukraine en- 
dorse Americap policies if these programs plaudit such men as F^dor 
StepanovlctrlskrEPPA from Kiev. Throughout the Ukraine Mr. SHTBPPA 
is known as a World War II Nazi collaborator. He was the editor of 
an anti-Semitic and anti -Ukrainian Nazi psper in Kiev during the 
Nazi occupation of that cliy. SHTEPPA also was rapmrted to be a 
close collaborator of the Nazi General Ccmimissar^m^UNIA. It is 
t here fore strange that individuals like SUZAI^^^pLOITARENEO and 
SHTBPPA have been forgiven for their Nazi affiliations and are be- 
ing used to subdue the Ukrainian spirit. What can the 7QA listener 
think in the Ukraine when he hears the name SHIEPPA? Is he to as- 
sume that an American occupation in the future will not differ fr^ 
the dreaded Nazi practices? The propogation of SHTEPPA should be 
investigated to reveal aqy anti -American element utilizing the 7QA 
channels. 
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It should be noted ttiat until recently no Ukralnian'-Amerloan 
effort has been made against Communist Russia. Both the short-term 
and long-term plans proposed by our organization have been neglected. 


Despite the fact that the thiited States has Invested billions 
of dollars to counteract C^mnunist Influeisoes in Italy and France, 
Communism has gained. The French colonies have turned to the Sov:kt 
satellites. Yet, the Ihiited States has not been able to appreeiate 
the Inportance of the anti-Coomunist struggles within the borders of 
the present-day USSR, struggles which have been carried on without 
external aid. 


Now Ito EremUn has receded on the Ukrainian front and has made 
GQiBGessions to the Ukrainian nationalism in ozder to win the Ukrain- 
ian people for the struggle against the West. As we had predicted, 
the recent change in Soviet policies toward the Ukrainian people is 
an Initial step in the Soviet plan. 

Whether the Western world, especially the United States, will 
adept a passive or active attitude toward tiie Ukrainian problem de- 
pends on the decision of Western policy-makers. 


We have offered these observations in the American-UkrainLan 
anti -Communist struggle despite i^e fact that in the past authorized 
members of the Supreme Ukrainian liberation Council have not received 
positive answers to many fundamental teehnioal and political inqui- 
ries. 

Clarification of the American position on the Ukrainian problem 
and its liberation efforts would afford morc^. support to the Ukrain- 
ian struggle.

The translation of the attaohed Ukrainian VQA script entitled 
"Soviet Nationalism," dated Thorsdajr, 23 April 1^33 > was brought to 
the attention of SR/34il2 Ifykola LBBSD, Foreign Representative of 
the UHVR, as being contrazy to ~Uie aim and purpose of the ZP coop- 
eration with the Ihiited States Qofvemment. 

The cover sheet noteaJihat the script (Order Ho. 6U7) was 
ozdered and accepted by NTbRXHOEISV of the VQA staff. The actual 
material was pr^ared by Nikifol^HCHERBINA. 

According to TJCRien , the reception of such broadcasts by the 
Ulprainian Insurgent Amy (UPA) within the Ukraine would tend to eon- 
fuse them as to the actual policy followed by the Exited States Qov- 
emment. He stated that although we are taking an active interest 
in the resistance movement on the one hand, we then proceed to ne- 
gate the possibllLty of any such resistance gror^s by stating, on 
our official media, that the omnipresence of the HVD makes resistance 
impossible.

Soviet Nationallam 


The Soviet daiiy press makes frequent use of the terms "nation- 
alism" and "bourgeois nationalism". To vhcm do the communist poli- 
ticos vppljr the term "bourgeois nationalists"? Most interestingly, 
they apply this term not only to citisens of foreign states but 
also to their ovn Soviet people of voxicer and peasant origin. 

Soviet dictionaries define "bourgeois nationalist" as one vho 
stands for a privileged position of his own nation over other na- 
tions. Is it conceivable, for example, that some zealous Ukrainian 
teacher, writer, artist or ordinary non-political citizen who never 
engaged in politics can do anything for the benefit of his nation? 
No, he can do nothing for his people because the ippearance of any 
political, anti-communist organization on the territory of the USSR 
is not possible at this time. The MVD net is so set rp that the 
most meager atteiQ>t to develop one wotild be discovered. Within the 
smallest grotping or section of Soviet enterprise, the kolkhoz, 
there are at least two MVD informers who are unknown to one another 
and idio phone the local MVD office each day or evening to report 
conversations, aetlvities or the attitude of the vdiole mass of work- 
ers, officials, kolidioz menibers and olher individuals. Ukrainians 
are sometimes tagged with "nationalism" merely for the purity of 
their Ukrainian speech. MVD agent sinvestigate the educated Ukrain- 
ian who publicly speaks in bis ofwn national tongue. They check his 
work, surveil him and finally combine ficticious "proofs" accusing 
him of "bourgeois nationalism." After thset, they discharge him 
from his job and then arrest him. In tMs manner the Ccsamunlst In- 
telligence Service create the fictim, the Byth of "nationalism" 
or "bourgeois nationalism." As is evident, the territorial appli- 
cation of the tern "nationalism" by the Soviet enoyclopedias is in 
contradiction to the use of this term in practice in Soviet reality. 

For what purpose do the Soviet rulers stress this contrived, 
falsely inflated, non-existent "nationalism" to such an extreme de- 
gree? It is advantageous for them to transform this fictitious na- 
tionalism into an "ogre" for the peoples of the Soviet national 
republics and oblasts in order to keep them obedient to the central 
authority. They need this to be able to arrest forcibly and re- 
cruit unpaid labor as slave labor for so-called "great constructions 
of socialism." In fact, the hidden resistance to the policy of the 
"general line of the partly" in the Ukraine, i.e., the hatred of the 
people for the Soviet terrorist regime, has not a nationalistic hut 
a democratic character. The Ukrainian people have suffered very

great losses as a result of two totalitarian systems - ComntanLsra 
and Facisim. Thei^efore it (the Ukrainian people) dreasm about a 
democratic Ukraine and about the indiTidual liberty of every Ukrain- 
ian irtio will no longer be oppressed by any mono-party terrorist 
power, foreign or domestic. The authorities are aware of this and 
in order to mask their own intentions tag the Ukrainians with na- 
tionalism. 

Besides the texms "natlanalism" and "bourgeois nationalism" 
there are other words to describe citizens of all the republics of 
the Soviet Union. They are: "malefactor," "adherent of decayed 

Europe," "spy," and "hireling of 'Uie Americans." All of these fic - 
titious names are individual parts of a single curtain with idiich 
the Communist leaders of the USSR mask their own iiiqperlalist Commn- 
nlst nationalism^ or in olher terms, red fascism . The blade of 
craDOunist nationalism is directed in particular against several 
am»>n nations of the USSR. Ih recent years the Soviet Qovemment 
liquidated a number of national republics and autonamons oblasts. 

The theory and practice of Soviet political leaders are two mutu- 
ally contradictory conceptions. 


Let us recall Lenin's thoughts on the national question. Lenin 
in his articles "On the Rights of Nations to Self-determination," 
written in l^Ut, expressed the following thoughts concerning the 
right of nations to -Uieir own states: "Ve," wrote Lenin, "stand fin^ 
ly for the Ukraine's right to such a state. We respect this right 
and do not stqppoirt any privileges of the Great Russians over the 
Ukrainians; we are educating the masses in the spirit of recogni- 
tion of this right and in the spirit of re;}ection of the national 
privileges of any nation." 

As we can see, this is a wonderful promise. Unfortunately, 
this is only comraunlst theory. But that happens in practice? 

Namely, that l enin himself ordered the Red An^y to destroy the demo- 
cratic goverments of states, which, after the fall of Russian 
Tsarism, began to build their own dmocratic state structures and 
did not wish to take root in the dictatorship of the communist Krem- 
lin. One by one the democratic republics of Ukraine, Byelorussia, 
Georgia, Armenia, Kuban, and others were destroyed and their peoples 
accused of nationalism. The aforesaid makes it clear Uiat ocnnau- 
nlsm cannot tolerate a 3 aything non-communlstic . For this reason it 
is nowrioxpceAsing itself with beastlal rage in matters eonoeming 
foreign democratic countries, the United States in paxtlcular. 

By using the terms "nationalism" and "bourgeois nationalism" 
Soviet propaganda hopes to mask its own communistic agressive 
nationalism.
